8. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 1 further comprising compressing the data 
packet. 



9. (Original) The method of Claim 1 further comprising generating a video stream indicative 
of a visual display, the visual display associated with the software application. 

10. (Original) The method of Claim 9 further comprising compressing the video stream.

1 7. (Original) The method of Claim 14 wherein the wireless protocol is a Home RP protocol. 

1 8. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 13 further comprising transmitting the packet 
via a plurality of wireless protocols. 
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19. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 2 wherein the wireless server simultaneously 
executes multiple instances of the software application. 

20. (Original) Thcmethod of Claim 1 further comprising transmitting an audio stream associated 
with the application. 

21. (Original) Themethod ofClaim 1 further comprising converting an audio stream into at least 
one audio packet. 

22. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 21 further comprising transmitting the at least 
one audio packet.
